I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  last  war 
time  Annual  Report  -  dealing  with  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  BENONI  during  the  year  ending  on  30th  of 
June,  1945.  The  presentation  of  this  Report  has  necess¬ 
arily  been  delayed  in  order  that  exact  population  figures 
could  be  obtained  grom  the  Government  Census. 

During  the  period  1944—1945  now  under  con¬ 
sideration  the  greater  proportion  of  the  staff  of  your 
Health  Depart  merit  was  absent  in  the  service  of  our  Town  and 
our  Country  in  the  Armed  Forces  in  Europe,  in  Egypt,  and  in 
the  Union,  Therefore  this  is  only  a  brief  record  of  the 
health  of  Benoni  during  the  final  year  of  the  war,  but  it 
records  the  essential  services  carried  on  by  a  skeleton 
wartime  staff. 

The  health  picture  for  Benoni  during  1944-1945 
is  unsatisfactory,  though  the  European  section  of  the 
community  had  a  good  health  record.  But  it  is  clearly 
apparent  that  so  long  as  the  Native  section  is  housed  largely 
in  the  slums  of  the  Asiatic  area  and  of  the  Location,  the 
whole  of  Benoni  stands .in  continual  damger  of  the  most  serious 
epidemics  of  disease.  It  is  my  duty  to  sound  a  clear 
warning  in  this  matter.  I  must,  therefore,  commend  to 
your  most  anxious  consideration  the  advisability  of  placing 
the  re-housing  of  the  non- European  sections  of  the 
population,  and  the  nutritional  rehabilitation  of  these 
Benoni  residents,  and  the  promotion. of  their  health,  at  the 
head  of  all  future  Municipal  activities  and  expenditure  - 
in  the  urgent  interests  of  the  Town. 

It  is  my  duty,  and  my  pleasure,  to  record  the 
unsparing  service  given  to  the  Town  and  to  this  Department 
by  the  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  C.B.  Shapiro, 
and  by  his  staff  during  this  difficult  year. 

This  Report,  begun  in  1945  but  delayed  owing 
to  the  absence  of  rel  able  population  figures  on  which  to 
base  the  essential  findings,  has  been  prepared  by  your 
Medical  Officer  in  his  spare  time,  after  his  temporary 
recall  by  the  Department  of  Defence  to  full-time  military 
duties.

GENERAL  COMMENT 


The  general  health  of  the  town  has  suffered  a 
serious  set  back  during  the  war  years.  This  becomes 
immediately  apparent  when  the  d-ath  rates  for  1944-1945  are 
compared  with  the se  for  1938—1939.  Hkile  the  health  rate  of 
the  European  section  of  the  population  has  steadily  improved,  . 
that  of  the  Non-European  (forming  three  quarters  of  the 
population)  is  much  worse.  The  death  rate  for. all  races,  i.e. 
for  the  whole  of  Eencnl,  is  11,95  deaths  per  1,000  population 
in  comparison  with  a  rate  of  10.54  in  1933-1939.  Unhappily 
this  has  been  due  to  an  increase  in  fatal  illness  among 
the  Native  section. of  Benoni  due  to  essentially  preventable 
sickness  -  such  as  Enteritis,  Lung  Disease,  Tuberculosis, 
Enteric  Fever,  etc.  -  which  are  the  result  of  bad  environment, 
of  undernourishment  and  of  ignorance. 

The  European  Infantile  Mortality  rate  (33.6)  has 
never  been  lower,  the  European  death  rate  (6.85)  has  only 
once  been  lower;  but  the  Non-European  rates  are  worse,  and  the 
gradual  improvement  which  was  occurring  in  the  health 
conditions  of  these  people  in  the  three  years  before  the  war 
has  disappeared.  The  health  of  our  Non-European  population  is 
on  the  decline,  and  unless  the  most  active  steps  are  taken  once 
again  to  achieve  our  pre-war  standard,  the  health  and  safety 
of  the  whole  population  (including  the  European  section)  is 
most  seriously  endangered. 

In  this  connection  reference  is  made  to  the 
introduction  (paragraphs  7  and  8)  to  the  Annual  Report  for 
1938-1939. 


If  Benoni  is  to  survive  as  an  industrial  and 
residential  centre  over  the  next  ten  years,  the  health  of  the 
Non-European  section  must  be  made  the  first  interest  and 
responsibility  of  the  Town.  So  long  as  the  running  sore  which 
is  known  as  the  Asiatic  area  is  allowed  to  continue  so  long 
as  Tuberculosis,  Bowel  Infections,  Syphilis,  Pneumonia  and  the 
risk  of  the  battalions  of  death  are  allowed  to  prosper  among 
our  Non-European  population,  so  long  will  the  solid  progress  of 
Benoni  be  delayed. 


POPULATION 


Mining  Native  population  decreased  from  35,431 
in  1936  to  32,278  in  1959  to  27,500  in  1945;  the  May,  1946 
figures  indicate  that  this  section  of  the  population  has 
since  fallen  to  2Q,754,  but  this  later  figure  is  not  used 
in  the  present  Report  for  1944-1945.  There  is  a  42%  decrease 
from  1936  to  1946. 

The  European  figure  of  24,207  compared  with  that  rof 
21,071  at  the  1936  Census,  a  15%  increase.  The  Ngm-Mining  Na/bive 
total  is  24,468  (18,423  in  1936)  -  a  33%  increase.  The  Coloured 
total  is  2,536  (  1,876  in  1936)  -  a  35%  increase.  The  Indian 
total  is  1,228  (959  in  1936)  -  a  28%  increase. 

It  is  apparent  therefore,  that  though  the  Native 
mining  population  is  receding,  the  remaining  sections  of 
the  towns  population  are  slowly  increasing. 
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The  European  birth  rate  (24.75)  is  sati sfactory,  with 
an  increase  in  the  ratio  of  male  (12l)  to  female  (100) 
births.  Native  births,  at  last,  begin  to  be  registered  more 
completely,  as  is  indicated  by  this  year  birth. rate  of  22.23 
-  which  is  still  an  understatement  of  the  true  position,  but 
gives  the  most  reliable  figure  so  far  achieved. 

The  illegitimacy  rate  among  Europeans  is  low  (1.12 $ 
of  all  European  births)  in  spite  of  the  war  time  atmosphere. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  European 
twin  births  during  the  year.  The  proportion  of  twin  births  to 
total  births  over  the  period  1938  -  1945  was 
European  9.0$,  Native  15.6$,  Coloured  10.0$,  Asiatic  2.3 $ 

All  Races  11.1$.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  oyer  this 
seven  year  period  only  three  sets  of  Triplets  have  been 
born  among  Benoni  residents  -  all  to  Native  parents. 

Once  again,. with  85  male  to  every  100  female  births  the 
Asiatic  section  of  the  population  alone  shows  a  preponderance 
of  female  births. 

DEATHS. 


The  European  death  rate.  (6.85)  is  low#  The  death  rate 
for  Non-Mining  Natives  (22.97)  is  more  than  three  times 
that  of  the  European  section.

individual  condition  of  the  European  section.  What  has  been 
achieved  in  the  reduction  of  the  European  infant  death  rate 
could  be  done  among  the  Native  section  where,  in  this  year,  one 
out  of  every  three  infants  born  died  in  the  first  year  of  its 
life,  and  70$  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  bowel  infections 
(born  by  dirt  cut.  of  ignorance),  to  lung  diseases  (born  by 
under  nourishment  out  of  bad  environment) ,  and  to  Syphilis. 

The  urgent  need  of  a  Native  ^reche,  to  which  mothers  in

employment  could  bring  their  infants  during  wording  hours, 
is  definite. 

ACUTE  BOWEL  INFECTIONS 

14.3 %  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  acute  bowel  infections  • 
contracted  as  the  result  of  contamination  of  food  and  drink  with 
these  germs  where  careless  food  handling  and  dirty  and  insanitary 
surroundings  were  rife  -  as  compared  with  13$  in  1938  -  1939. 

110  Deaths  among  children  under  the  age  of  2. years  were 
due  to  acute  Enteritis  (the  result  of  contamination  of  food 
and  milk  by  germs  in  dirt) ;  of  these  ICO  were  Natives. 

55  Cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  reported,  of  whom  19 
died.  Benoni  is  by  no  means  rid  of  this  preventable . inf ectious 
disease  and  is  not  likely  to  get  rid  of  it  until  the  insanitary 
area  in  the  Asiatic  Area  and  Location  are  eradicated. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  total  of  accepted  notifications  fell  to  752,  as 
compared  with  1,173  last  year,  due  to  the  decrease  in  Measles. 
Admissions  of  Benoni  cases  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Block 
totalled  60.  77  Cases  of  other  infectious  Disease  were  admitted 

to  the  general  wards  of  the  Boksburg-Benoni  Hospital.  153 
Infectious  Disease  cases  were  admitted  to  Mine  Hospitals,  9  to 
Nursing  Homes  and  other  Hospitals,  1  to  the  Leper  Institution, 
and  six  Smallpox  cases  to  Hietfontein  Isolation  Hospital. 

One  fatal  case  of  ANTHRAX  occurred  in  a  Native • entered 
two  days  previously  from  BOCHEM,  N.  TRANSVAAL. 

One  Native  Female  ce.se  of  LEPROSY  was  found  in  the  Location. 

Six  cases  of  SMALPOX  were  removed..  In  one  instance  the 
source  of  infection  was  not  traced;  one  bad  case  from  WASCH3ANK  and 
one  from  ENG-OBO  seeking  work  within  two  days  of  becoming  sick, 
and  three  cases  were  residents  of  PETiT  and  only  came  into  the 
Municipal  Area  for  medical  aid. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Decreased  -  144  cases,  with  one  fatality. 

MEASLES  was  less  frequent  -  138  cases  (2  deaths)  as 
compared  with  738  cases  (2  deaths)  in  1943-1944 

DIPHTHERIA  -  19  Cases  (2  d.eaths)  was  slightly  less 
frequent.  215  European  and  197  Non- European  children  completed  their 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Twelve  cases  (no  deaths)  of  P 0 LI OMYELI T I S  were  the  most 
unusual  feature  of  the  year,  and  created,  some  alarm*.  No  case 
accurred  during  the  last  five  months  of  the  health  year. 


MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


Attendances  at  the  Municipal  Ante-Natal  and  Infant  Clinics 
continued  to  increase;  they  were  more  than  twice  the  number 
attending  the  same  clinics .  during  1938-1939,  and.  the  services  offered 
by  the  Department  attracted  citizens  from  every  social  and 
economic  stratum  in  Benoni.  Two  thirds  of  all  babies  born  during  the 
year  were  brought  to  the  Infant  Clinics. 
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The  places  of  confinement  of  the  1298  live  births 
among  Benoni  residents  during  the  year  was:-
